CHICAGO S T A D I U M ,

President Roosevelt backed 
up his veterans economy pro- 
gram with plain talk and a 
comrade's smile today be- 
fore the World War soldiers 
assembled in the American 
Legion convention. 
The band swung into the Na- 
tional anthem as the President 
took his place on the platform, 
With an overseas cap of the Na- 
tional Press Chapter of the Amer- 
ican Legion set jauntily on his 
head, he stood rigidly at atten- 
tion while the 
band 
finished 
playing. 
He told the cheering men in 
blue after a tumultuous reception 
that greater benefits were hoped 
for the veterans who suffered dis- 
ability in service, but he stood by 
his rule against "special benefits" 
to those who Incurred Injury or 
disease not .connected with ser- 
vice. 


Walking on, to 
the 
platform 
where he accepted the nomination 
as president from the Democratic 
convention in 1632, Mr. Roosevelt 
donned the cap of the Legion as 
the masked stadium roared with 
cheers and applause. 
Striking at class distinction as 
an enemy of national unity, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt assured the vet- 
erans that any suffering and des- 
titute would be assured of the 
same relief the government was 
giving to other citizens In the 
same plight. 


President Cheered. 
Mr. Roosevelt, who served In 
the war as assistant secretary of 
the navy, was cheered as he re- 
called his own service and his 
Legion membership. He spoke also 
as a veteran disabled after his war 
service.

NRA AND FARM ADMINISTRATION 
SEEMINGLY AT ODDS OVER PRICE 
FIXING FOR NATION'S RETAILERS 


WASHINGTON, Sept SO.—W)-i 
The NRA and farm administra- 
tion apparently were at odds to- 
day over the government's policy 
toward price fixing by the huge 
retail trade business. 


Hugh 8. Johnson was expected 


momentarily to approve a retail 
code designed to stabilize prices by' 
prohibiting retailers from selling 
at less than'.whole' cost plus 10 
per cent. 


A similar provision proposed by 


the food and grocery branch of 
the 
business—prohibiting 
retail 
•ales at less than a T 1-2 per cent 
mark-up over wholesale cost—was 
slated for Hat rejection by the 
farm administration. 


Both codes eventually must re- 
ceive President 
Roosevelt's 
ap- 


proval. 
Should 
Johnson 
sign 
NRA's retail charter today as of- 
ficials predicted, it. would go im- 
mediately to Hyde Park for pro- 
mulgation, while hearings prepara- 
tory to final drafting of the gro- 
cery code do not begin until Oc- 
tober 9. 


In making known that the code 
affecting food prices proposed not 
only a 71-2 per cent minimum 
mark-up for retailers but also a

marketing agreements assure par- 
ity prices for farm products.

by Johnson—still confined in a 
hospital after a minor operation— 
does not cover the retail drug 
business.

Officials in charge of the con- 
test point out that even better re- 
sults will be obtained before the 
close of the campaign about De- 
cember- 1. They estimate that the 
canning season is about one-third 
completed, with products from the 
fall gardens, and from the can- 
ning of meats completing the live- 
at-home program. Twenty canners 
and sealers were supplied the vari- 
ous clubs at the beginning of the 
contest. 
The scoring gives 2 points for 
each number 2 can of vegetables 
and 4 points for the same size 
can of meat; 
three point* are 


given for a No. 3 can of. vege- 
tables and six points for a No. 3 
can of meat. 
The standing of the clubs and 


their point totals follows. The total 
number of cans filled does not 
represent the amount of foodstuffs 
canned in the county but only the 
amount of products saved through 
the use of the twenty canners and 
sealers owned by the Corsicana 
Chamber of Commerce.

In recognizing that small 
merchants and other trades- 
men are in need of immedi- 
ate credit if they 
are 
to 


avoid disaster in trying to 
carry out the NRA codes, 
-President Roosevelt is giv- 
ing his attention to one of 
the weak points in the pres- 
ent recovery campaign. 


There are thousands of 


such establishments. Their 
assets are small, and they 
can not supply the kind of 
security banks regard as 
sound. In the event that they 
can not obtain necessary 
credit, many of them will 
be forced out of business. 
Such a result on a large 
scale would have a serious 
effect upon the general re- 
covery program. 


The government has set 


for itself the task of rehabi- 
litating the nation's entire 
business and industrial ma- 
chine. If it is to perform this 
task, it must see that the 
small as well as the big "bus- 
iness man gets necessary 
credit help. Failure in either 
duty would be a blow to its 
main purpose. 
How this credit is to be 


provided is a question not 
easily answered. Bankers 
can not be expected to en- 
danger their own and their 
depositors' interests by ac- 
cepting unsound or inade- 
quate security. This would 
be merely shifting the dan- 
ger from one point to an- 
other. 
The administration is re- 


ported now to be giving 
thought and effort to this 
matter/That some method 
of satisfactorily handling the 
situation will be found seems 
probable. The importace of j 
the problem should not be' 
minimized. There is a defi- 
nite relation to the entire re* 
covery \program.

The suggestion of Davis 


A. Simmons, vice president 
of the American Bar Asso-

Affected Veteran*. 
It was because of this that we 
undertook to take the' national 
treasury out of the red ahd put 
it in the black. .

That 
Is the reason we know to a math- 
ematical certainty what you mil- 
lions of townspeople like best in 
the Big Show, and what you are 
curious about. 
Now regarding "mostly all gray 


horses," for instance. Circus ow.n- 
ers know you are interested in 
the wild animals, the' horses, the 
elephants and the old moss back 
"it must be tough on you when 
It rains." 
I have been asked turally thinks is must be gray,

Yes, when its' circus time 


there is many a dirty dish in 
the kitchen sink.
